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Having engaged in a number c £ costly and dmC'Consum' 
ing POI A bacdes to obtain long supprened FBI documents 
suggesting foreknowledge of the assassination on the part of 
a Marcello associate and placing Oswald in Carlos Mar- 
cello's New Orleans headquarters in the spring of 1963 » I was 
acutely annoyed and disappointed that not one organ of the 
Establishment Media even bothered to lepott the content 
of, never mind attempted to deny the significance of, those 
documents. The New Yo rk Times> The Washington Post. 
Time Magazine. CBS, ABC, NBC apparently Just didn't 
give a damn about what I had dug up. Onl y Newsweek 
reported on what 1 had unearthed. But die magazine did not 
ci^t me with the discovery. It simply appropriated the 
information I had obtained from the FBI suggesting fore- 
knowledge of the assassination on the part of a Marcello 
associate and published it as a sort of epigraph to its 25ch 
anniversary coverage of the assassination . 

By and large the major networks — ABC, CBS, and NBC — 
have displayed a cowardly attitude toward the Kei\nedy 
assauination. 

While I was on the promotional tour for the N.Ai../ 
Signet paperback of MAFIA KINGFISH I was interviewed 
by HARD COPY in the ABC studios in New Orleans for an 
entire hour about the Kennedys. During d^e interview 1 
expatiated at some length on the JFK assassination. When 
the infcrvieiir was-finally-airedr only my remarks-oev Joseph 
P. Kennedy were irvcluded. Everything I said about the 
assassination had been excised. 

Recendy HARD COPY interviewed me in my New York 
apartment about Robert F. Kennedy. Again the interview 
lasted an hour, again I expatiated for at least a half hour on 
the JFK assassination, arid again, when the interview was 
finally aired, everything I said about the usassinadon had 
been thrown out. 

All HARD COPY finally aired were a few remarks I made 
about Bobby Kennedy's determination to destroy the Mafia. 
While I chose, in the interview, to concentrate on RFK’s 
campaign against Carlos Marcello, saying little about Jimmy 
Hoffa, HARD COPY did not include my remarks on Mar- 
cello (which would have led directly to a discussion of the 
assassinadon), but chose to show footage of Bobby grilling 
Jimmy Hoffa . 

I should point out, that HARD COPY is aired over the 
CBS Network and the head of CBS is David Burke, former 
Chief Administradve Aide to Senator Edward Kennedy, 
friend of Ethel Kennedy, and a key figure in the Chap- 
paquidick cover-up. He and Roone Aiiedge of ABC, also a 
friend ofEthel Keiinedy ; keep a vigilant eye out for anything 
that mightbe offensive to the Kennedys. It is worth bearing 
in mirui that a Kennedy, Maria Shriver, is now a star at 
NBC Thus, all three major television networks are, in one 
fonn or another, under the influence of the Kennedys. 

1 was interviewed briefly by CBS for its 25th anniversary 
coverage. Most of what I said to the interviewer, Rita 
Braver, was not used. Later on in the broadcast Dan Rather 
told the listening audience that most Americans sdll be- 



lieved Oswald had acted alone, which was an outright lie. 
(By then polls showed that 80 percent of the public believed 
there had been a conspiracy.) 

The only network to broadcast a significant show marking 
the 25th aimiversary was NBC which aired the Geraldo 
Show — The Killing of JFK: A Conspiracy of the Mob.^ — 
starring Gov. arxl Mrs. Connally, Edward Becker, Madeline 
Brown, Esther Ann Mash, David Scheim, Cyril Wecht, 
David Belin, and myself. It is to be noted that NBC did not 
originate the show. It was originated wholly by Geraldo 
Rivera whose production company syndicated it. 

While in Los Angeles, on the promotional tour for my 
paperback, I was scheduled to do the Ed Snyder radio show, 
a national show aired over the ABC network. The show was 
going to be about Carlos Marcello and the Kennedy assas- 
sination. At the last minute the show was carKelled witli no 
explanation given. 

It is my belief that the major radio and television networks 
arc frightened of confronting the JFK assassinadon. They 
arc simply unable to come to terms with this crime.

212 Emily 
Lane, Boothwyn, PA 1906 1 , $2 1 .95 hdbrxi, $ 1 6.95 paper) 
is a collaborative effori by Robert J. Groden and Harrison 
Edward Livingstone which stands out as one of the best, if 
not the best, books on the JFK aisassinatiorr 
Groden aixl Livingstone have been researching the sub- 
ject for 23 years arxi their hard, painstaking and courageous 
work shows in every paragraph of this 469-page book.
